George E. Webb Succumbs 

After One Week's Illness 

of Pneumonia 



SON IS UNABLE TO RETURN 



Last Saturday evening: marked the 
passing of one of Antioch's most prom- 
inent business men, Mr. George E. 
Webb, who has been closely associated 
with the business life of. this village 
for many .'..years. His death, due to 
pneumonia, took place after just a 
week of illness, which was of so eerioua 
a nature that little hope for his recov- 
ery was entertained, even from the 
beginning. A week ago last Saturday 
afternoon he complained of feeling ill, 
and went home from the store, from 
that time on his condition was serious, 
and although two trained nurses were in 
attendance and the best of medical aid 
was, employed, he was unable to with- 
stand the ravages of the disease and 
quietly passed away after a week's 
struggle with the grim destroyer. 

His death coming at just this time is 
particularly sad, as his only son Ray is 
at Long Island, expecting to sail for 
France at any time, and may even now 
be on the way. Mr. Webb's illness 
dated from the day that his son's cloth* 
ing and belongings arrived from Hous- 
ton, .Texas, together with a letter 
stating that the camp had provisions to 
last only until the following Monday at 
which time they would leave for the 
coast, expecting to sail most any day! 
On account of his leaving Houston on 
Monday and being on the road the en- 
tire week no word of his father's con- 
dition reached the son until the first of 
the week, even though he passed 
through Chicago the day before his 
father's death. The soldiers were for- 
bidden to leave the train, but he, wish- 
ing to notify his parents of his where- 
abouts, requested a lady at the. station 
to call up a relative in the city and ask 
him to phone to his parents in Antioch. 
This she did, but he was again on his 
way before the sad news could be com* 
municated to him. However a tele- 
gram was received from him Monday 
evening in answer to one which told of 
his father's illness. Arrangements for 
the funeral were then put off awaiting 
hts answer to the message which told 
of his father's death, in the hopes that 
ho might be permitted to return home 
to attend the Bervice. But Wednesday 
morning another telegram came from 
him stating that he would not be al 
lowed to come. 

The deceased was born in Antioch on 
Juno 23, 1858, and had he lived until 
the 23rd day of next month would have 
• been sixty years of age.. About thirty- 
six years a*o he was united in marriage 
to Miss Dora Thayer of Millburn, and 
to them were born two children, Ray 
and Elizabeth, who with the mother are 
left to mourn his loss. 

For a number of years he was as- 
sociated with W. Strang who conduct* 
ed a mercantile business at Lake Villa. 
In 1804. he returned to Antioch and en- 
gaged in the same business under the 
firm name of Webb Bros., which later 
became Webb Bros., &^ Perkins, and 
continued so for five years. Upon the 
retirement of Perkins the firm resumed 
its former name of Webb Bros., and 
continued so for twelve years, at the 
expiration of which time he sold hi* 
interest in the firm and engaged in the 
real estate business for three years. 
, In 1909 he" erected a brick building on 
Main street and! opened a racket store 
which he conducted up to the time of 
his illness. 

He is survived by the following broth. 
ers and sisters: Mrs. Mary Boy Ian of 
Antioch; Mrs. Ruby W. Stevens of 
Virginia, Minn.; R. B. ^e^ofgrystal 
Falls, Mich.; Mrs. Emma Hodgo and 
Chase Webb, both of this place. 

The deceased was a member of 
Sequoit lodge A. F. & A. M z.u\ the 
funeral- Bornces which' are to beheld 
j at the home at 1:30 o'clock and at the 
\P" Mi E. church at 2:00 this (Thursday) 

afternoon will be in charge of the 
Masons. .Burial in the Millbum ceme- 
tery. 

Mrs. George, Webb, and daughter, 
Elizabeth were planning on leaving 
this (Thursday) evening for New York 
in the hopes of arriving th»re In time 
to bid goodbye to Ray before he leaves 
for. France but a telegram received from 
him paid not to come as they 
.might be disappointed. 



Final Warning is 

Issued To The 

Flour Hoarders 

A final appeal is being made to the 
residents of Waukegan and Lake coun- 
ty to turn over to the retail dealers 
their- surplus amounts of wheat flour. 
This is an appeal to patriotism andlhe 
government expresses the hope that 
this will be sufficient, but behind this 
appeal there is a veiled threat as to the 
fate that will befall "hoarders." 

The following is quoted from a series 
of instructions that have been sent to 
the food administration of Lake county: 

"There are a number of loyal Ameri- 
can citizen who will be pleased to avail 
themselves of this opportunity to return 
all surplus or excess supplies of flour 
they may now have. Many will gladly 
make sacrifices in making such returns. 
There are' unfortunately others who 
must be reminded that there is a speci- 
fic federal law against 'hoarding' which 
provides a penalty of $5,000 fine or two 
years * imprisonment, or both, for 
hoarders. 

"A FINAL OPPORTUNITY is now 
given to theBe to surrender their sur- 
plus supply and thuB avoid -and protect 
themselves against the possibility, and 
probability of prosecution in the federal 
court. 

"The handling of this subject is an 
intensive .job; one that must be over 
with and cleaned up in 30 days." 

W E. Webb, food administrator for 
Northern Illinois, sounded a similar 
warning recently when he addressed 
grocers in a meeting at Waukegan. 
He said that consumers are allowed 
but 30 days supply of flour and that if 
they exceed that they are hoarders. 
All such excesB supplies should be turn- 
ed over to local dealers who pay for it 
at the market price. The dealer may 
elect whether he will pay in cash or 
trade. 

Dealers then gnust report to the food 
administration that they have received 
the Hour and it will be taken from their 
allotment. This will release that much 
flour to the United States troops in 
France. 

Even the farmers are included in the 
late food administration ruling. They 
are not allowed to keep a surplus of 
flour even if they have caused it to be 
ground from their own wheat. It is 
understood that prosecutions will start 
immediate after the 30-day period and 
those who are found to have excess 
amounts will be haled into the . federal 
court This, it Is said, is the final 
warning. 

The flour returned to the dealers is 
turned into the regular channels of 
trade.

Exhaustive Report of Commission Giv. 

en to Director General — Protest 

From Brotherhood Leaders — 

Scale of Increases. 

Washington, D. C, May 0. — Wage ad- 
vances to l,u30,.'*>9 railroad employees, 
ranging from 1 per cent to the highest 
up fo 43 per cent to the lowest paid 
workers, and aggregating $300,000,000, 
are made public la an exhaustive re- 
port by the railroad wage commission 
to Director General McAdoo. 

Mr. McAdoo is expected to adopt 
only part of the recommendations and 
probably will make a number of dif- 
ferent alignments In deciding what 
wage increases shall be granted. 

In general, the director general ad- 
vocates higher pay for most classes of 
workmen to enable (hem to meet In- 
creased living costs, but he has been 
represented as favoring proportionate- 
ly larger increases for some classes 
than f«»r others now making the same 
pay. lie also Is strongly opposed to 
granting wage Increases which might 
disarrange the general scheme of pay 
existing throughout other industries. 
Leaders to Protest. 

The lenders of the four principal 
railway brotherhoods found on ' ex- 
amining the report that they had 
been recommended for less than half 
the Increases ihey had asked of the 
railroad managements before govern- 
ment control started and which they 
repeated before the commission. Their 
demands had been for an average of 
somewhat less than 40 per cent, and 
Increases for them average less than 
'20 per cent. 

Some union leaders who anticipated 
that the commission's recommenda- 
tions would not be _ for as great 
amounts ns they had asked* already 
have appealed to Director General Mc- 
Adoo to amend the proposed scale to 
give them higher pay. -Others, how- 
ever, virtually have agreed to accept 
the report. 

The wage advances, which range all 
the way from $1 to $34 a month, are 
Increases above the amount of pay 
each employee was receiving on De- 
cember 31, 101 H. Employees who have"' 
received advances since that date will 
benellt now to the extent of the differ- 
ence between their present wape and 
that fixed by tho wngoVimmlsslon. 

The net cost of the additional pay 
to the railroads Is estimated at $200,- 
OOO.OtK).- Tills Is exclusive of the esti- 
mated deficit of $8(k?.000,000 in govern-

Based on Living Cost. 

The scheme of wage advances adopt- 
ed Is based on an Inquiry lato the 
cost of living, which the commission 
found has Increased approximately 40 
per cent to the average railroad em- 
ployee receiving .?S5 a month. 

The commission favors a shofter 
nverage workday, ' presumably eight 
hours, but decided that In the war 
emergency the nation could not afford 
to prit Into effect a reform that would 
slow down the wjr machinery "and 
discriminate against other classes of 
workers being called upon for great 
sacrifices. 

Rates of overtime pay are not dis- 
turbed and the Increases are adjusted 
Jo the mileage basis of compensation 
of some employees, a road engineer, 
for example, receiving an Increase of 
11 Vi per cent hi his mileage rate. A 
scheme of applying the Increases to 
piece work and overtime therefor Is 
also provided. 

An Important feature of the report 
was the recommendation that where ■ 
the same service Is rendered the pay 
shall be the same, without discrimina- 
tion as to sex or race. 

Report of Commission. 

The report of the commission, con- 
sisting of Franklin K. Lane, secretary 
of the Interior; Charles C. McChord, 
.1. Harry Covington, and William 11. 
Willeox, Is an exhaustive one. In part 
the report says: 

"The requests which have come to 
us for wage Increases, would, If fully 
granted, Involve an additional outlay 
In wages of somewhat over $1,000,000,- 
000 per year In excess Of the wage fund 
of lust year) . which exceeded $2,000, 
000.000. Spine* asked for an Increase 
of 100 per cent In their pay, and from 
this they graduated downward to 10 
per cent. None were satisfied with 
their present wages. 

"Aiumprecedented call had come for 
mem of certain trades in connection 
with the new industries that had been 
created by the war la Europe, and this 
long before our entry Into the conflict. 
Machinists and Iron workers of ujl 
kinds found themselves to be essential 
to the great munition plants and day 
labor of the most unskilled character 
rose into high demand. 

• Cut Off Those Not Needed. 

"The commission recommends that 
during the period of government con- 
duct of the railroads no salaries paid 
to officials who arc not essential to 
the operation of the ronds shall be 
charged as part of the operating ex- 
penses. 

"There should be constituted a tri- 
bunal or tribunals to continue the 
study of railroad labor problems, com- 
posed In part at least of men- experi- 
enced in this kind of work, for con- 
ditions are ever changing."

8hown to Havo Dropped, Whllo 

Destruction of Pirates Has 

Grown Steadily. 

Paris, May 15.— The effectiveness of 
the German submarine campaign la 
declining. The* (Jeriuaa government is 
aware of this fact, declared Georges 
L'eygues, minister of muriue, before 
the naval committee of the chamber 
of deputies, but has iuade the greatest 
efforts to conceal it. He said that the 
situation wus most favorable aad that 
the sinkings of submarines In the first 
three months of 1018 wus greater than 
r-\e number built by the enemy. 

Minister Leygues referred to tho 
btuteiueut made In the reichstag on 
April 17 by Vice Admiral von Capelle, 
German minister of marine, in which 
he said 000,000 tons of allies' shipping 
were sunk monthly. This figure, the 
minister sirid, was Incorrect. 

It was reached uud passed In April, 
May and June of 1017. In July It de- 
clined and in- November It fell below 
•100,000 and since has diminished con- 
tinuously. 

M. Leygues said that in February, 
March and April 3,723 French steam- 
ers and 768 French sailing vessels 
passed through the danger zone where 
a few months ago losses by torpedoing 
were very heavy. Not a single ship 
was sunk. 

On the other hand, he said, the num- 
ber of submarines destroyed had In- 
creased progressively since January 
In such proportion that the effective- 
ness of enemy squadrons cunnot bb 
maintained at the minimum required 
by the regulations, .The number of 
M U" boats destroyed In January, Feb- 
ruary and March was far greater In 
each month than the number construct- 
ed in the same month. In February 
and April the number of submarines 
destroyed was three less than the to- 
tal destroyed In the previous three 
months. 

These results, the minister declared, 
were due Jo the methodical character 
of the war against submarines ; to the 
close co-ordination of the allied na- 
vies; to the Intrepidity and spirit ani- 
mating the ofllcers and crews of naval 
and aerial squadrons nnd to the Inten- 
sification of the use of old methods and 
the employment of new ones. 

"The situation Is most favorable," 
the minister continued, "but It does 
not authorize the slackening of effort. 
Rather, It Is necessary to redouble It, 
as the enemy has put new submersl- 
bles Into service nnd Is trying a fresh 
offensive, In which he plays for his 
last slake."

Documents Made Public. at Washing- 
ton Bare Alleged Plan to Use Prea- 
Ident Wilson's Help for 
Own Ends. 

Washington, May 13.— Documents 
made available from the olliclal flies 
of the government show Gutzou 
Borglum, the sculptor, whoso charges 
agulnst the alrcruft program have led 
to the Impending Inquiry, as huvlng 
been connected with negotiations for 
the establishment of a new uircraft- 
produclng corporation, in which he wns 
to be a silent partner. 

Negotiation's between Borglum, Hugo 
Gibson', connected with the British war 
mission in the United States, and Ken- 
yon Mix of tho Dodge Manufacturing 
company of Wisconsin, begnn lust De- 
cember, the documents show. A state- 
ment by Mix; Included In tho docu- 
ments, tells how he withdrew ufter be- 
coming suspicious of Borglum's activi- 
ties and reported the affair to Howard 
Collin, then head of the aircraft pro- 
duction board. 

The documents which have been sup- 
plied from the ofllclnl flies of the war 
department and are now In the hands 
of senators most Intimately connected 
with the ulrcraft Investigation, declare 
that Borglum continued his negotia- 
tions after President Wilson authorized 
him to make nn Inquiry Into the alr- 
cruft situation. ' 
A summary of the negotiations 
signed by Henry Hnrrlson Suplee, who 
acted as consulting engineer for Mix, 
declares that Borglum was to be rep- 
resented In the corporation by u Mr. 
Harris and that Borglum's "sole asset 
In the transaction wns to be, Hrst, his 
personal friendship and association 
with President Wilson, whom, he 
stated, he could do anything he wanted 
with." 

Suplee's statement further declares 
that Borglum gave him to understand 
that the personnel of the aircraft board 
was "highly distasteful to him" and 
that lie proposed to change It "by vir- 
tue of his friendship with President 
Wilson" and asked Suplee to suggest 
men for the places.

Department of Agriculture Estimates 
Yield at 572,539,000 Bushels—In- 
crease From April. 

Washington, May 10.— One of tho 
three largest wheat crops ever pro- 
duced In tho United States wns fore- 
cast by tho department of agriculture. 

Its bulletin, estimates the winter 
wheat crop at 572,539,000 bushels, es- 
timated on conditions existing May 1 
and a canvass of the ncreago remain- 
ing to he harvested. 

The largest crop of winter wheat 
ever grown wns 084,000,000 bushels, In 
1914. Tn 1910, 4S0,n53,000 bushels were 
harvested. Last year the crop amounted 
to 418,070,000 bushels: 

The nren of winter wheat remaining 
to be harvested on Mny 1 was 30,390,- 
000 acres, or 13.7 per cent less than 
the acreage planted last autumn. 

The condition of the crop wns 80.4 
per cent of a normal,. Indicating nn 
ncre yield of approximately 15.7 bush- 
els. 

Condition nnd forecast of production 
by prlnclpnl states follow :

Prlvnto estimates within the 
week had placed the prospective crop

Last December the prospective 
production wns plnced at 540,000,000 
bushels. 



Provides for Demobilization of Army. 

and the Loss of Part of 

, Dobrudja. . 

Berlin, May 10.— It Is officially an- 
nounced thnt Emperor William con- 
ferred tho Iron cross, first class, on 
Chancellor von Hertllng on the occa- 
sion of the conclusion of peace with 
Roumnnln. 

Amsterdam, Mny 10.— The peace 
treaty signed by Germany and her 
allies with Roumnnln consists of eight 
clauses. The first restores peace; the 
second demobilizes the Roumanian 
array, except ten divisions, two re- 
maining as protection for the frontier 
of Bessarabia and eight In Moldavia, 
the total not to exceed 20,000 Infantry 
and 8,200 cavalry. 

The third clause separates Dobrudja 
from Roumnnln and restores to Bul- 
garia Bulgarian territory which fell to 
Roumanla by the treaty of Bucharest 
in 1013. 

Roumnnln cedes to the central nllles 
thnt part of Dobrudja north of the new 
Bulgarian frontier line to the mouth 
of the Danube. The frontier Is recti- 
fied In favor of Austrla-Hungnry. 

State property In the lnnd ceded by 
Roumanla passes, without Indemnity, 
to the states which acquire these re- 
gions. The Inhabitants, however, shall 
have the right of option and emigra- 
tion. 

The fourth clause deals with In- 
demnities, the signatories of tho treaty 
renouncing any claim, to reimburse- 
ment for tho costs of the war, but spe- 
cific arrangements are to be made for 
damnges caused by the war. 

The fifth clause relates to tho eyacn- 
ntlon of occupied territories.

London, May 11. — Ex-Prcraler As- 
qui th'.s motion for the appointment of 
n select committee to Investigate the 
chnrges made by General Ainu rice 
against Premier Lloyd George was re- 
jected In the house of commons on 
Thursday by a vote of 203 to 100. Sir 
Edward Carson, leader of the Irish 
unionists, appenled to Mr. Asqulth not 
to proceed with his motion. Sir Ed- 
ward said that If the veracity of the 
ministers wns not believed In the house 
there wns not longer any possibility of 
currying on the government. 

Mr. Lloyd George said thnt If the 
motion wns carried Mr. Asqulth would 
again be responsible for the conduct 
of the wnr. . 

Premier Lloyd George wns cheered 
loudly when he arose to spenk. He said 
he had been trented unfairly. It wus 
the business of General Maurice to 
come to the cnblnet nnd point out 
where the ministers hnd. made mis- 
takes, he doclnred. 

Denying thnt the strength of the 
British fighting forces had been mis- 
represented ns stnted by General Mau- 
rice, Mr, Lloyd George asserted the fig- 
ures which he had given were tnken 
from ofllclnl records nt the wnr ofllce. 
Since thnt time he hnd mnde Inquiries 
on this point, he ndded, nnd the figures 
were not Inaccurate. 

In regnrd to the comparison between 
the enemy and the allied forces, the 
premier added, he was charged with 
misleading the public, but all the fig- 
ures on which his stntement was based 
came from General Maurice's depart- 
ment.
